Record numbers turn out at 
Porthcawl Christmas Swim

THE 54th Porthcawl Christmas Morning Swim 
brought the highest number of swimmers yet with 
over 1,300 registered swimmers. 

The day was dry with barely a breeze for the traditional chilly 
dip in the Bristol Channel. With the high tide at Sam there was 
about half of the beach for the swimmers to run down to get to 
the sea. 

The swimmers were supported and cheered on by approxi¬ 
mately 3,500 spectators. 

At 11.45am Mayor of Porthcawl, Cllr Norah Clarke and 
Porthcawl Coastguards signalled the start of the parade. Many 
were in ‘Superheroes’ fancy dress. 

A spokesperson from the swim committee said: “We are 
delighted with the fantastic turn out today. The swim is a great 


family event with many different generations of the same family 
taking part. The atmosphere all around the swimmers is very 
special and hard to explain.” 

Swim chairman, Dave King said: “Once again we have 
been grateful to all who supported our swim and the number 
of people who turned up was fantastic. Collections are made 
during the swim and we hope the bucket collections and 
swimmers sponsorship will help us to make some generous 
donations in the New Year. Our main beneficiary this year is 
Prostate Cymru and we will also help many other local charities 
and organisations.”

AM and councillors 
want action over 
traffic congestion 


AN ASSEMBLY Member and county 
councillors have joined forces in 
calling for action to help with traffic 
congestion in a suburb of Bridgend. 

Suzy Davies AM and the three 
Conservative councillors for Brackla 
are calling for developers to play their 
part in improving traffic flow in the area. 

The call comes as more houses are 
set to be built in and near the ward. 

Mrs Davies, with Cllrs Tom Giffard, 
Kay Rowlands and Aniel Pucella 
want to see some of the money that 
housing developers pay to the com¬ 
munity be used to help improve road 
safety, air quality and active travel. 

“Many residents already com¬ 
plain about the traffic congestion 
around Brackla,” said Cllr Giffard. 

“The junction at Coychurch Road 
and Simonston Road in particular can 
often have trafifle build up as residents 
try to get out. At peak times, it is 
not unheard of for residents to wait 
up to 10 minutes. This has meant 
that people often choose to drive the 
long way through Brackla to avoid 
this, both adding to unnecessary 
traffic in the area and pollution.” 

Mrs Davies, the Conservative AM for 
South Wales West, and the councillors 
have suggested that installing a mini 
roundabout the junction before the rail¬ 
way bridge could help with trafifle flow 
and reduce pollution at the same time. 

Mrs Davies said: “Developers 
are often required to spend Section 
106 community improvement 
money to help relieve the impact 
of developments on local residents. 

“Taylor Wimpey is already 
building 230 houses on the edge 
of Brackla and Persimmon was 
granted conditional consent to 
build a further 20 houses near this. 

“While the development is on the 
border between Coity and Brackla, it 


is clear that all these additional houses 
will lead to more traffic travelling down 
Simonston Road towards the motorway. 

“While the application says that 
Persimmon will be adding cycle 
and pedestrian access and facili¬ 
ties, it would be wrong to presume 
that the development will not also 
lead to an increase in local traffic. 

“Residents would be right to 
feel that Persimmon should con¬ 
tribute to a mini roundabout at the 
bottom of Simonston Road to help 
with traffic flow and congestion.” 

Clh Rowlands said: “Since being 
elected, I have been making com¬ 
plaints to the council about this 
junction. This route is incredibly dan¬ 
gerous for pedestrians and cyclists, 
and prevents safe walking access 
between Brackla and the industrial 
estate. It is clearly a project that 
must be on the top of the agenda.” 

Clh Pucella said: “I want to make 
it clear that we are not against the 
building of homes for local fam¬ 
ilies. However, when these appli¬ 
cations are granted, they need to 
consider the impact they will have 
on the local community and, where 
possible, these should be reduced.” 

“As councillors, we have met with 
planning officers and made it clear 
that we cannot support any further 
development in the area without 
improvements to this junction.” 

Persimmon was granted permission 
to build 20 homes on land to the 
east of the A4061 in September 2018. 
This followed Taylor Wimpey receiv¬ 
ing permission to build 230 houses 
in October 2016 at land at Brackla 
Industrial Estate of Wyndham Close.

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BCBC begins another 
consultation to scrap 
further bus subsidies 


Briary Wood planning 
application resubmitted a 
week before Christmas 


ANOTHER year, and 
another consultation by 
Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) to scrap 
its subsidies to bus services. 

The consultation, which ends 
on March 10, 2019, comes 
after BCBC cut £130,000 
funding for a number of routes 
last year, but protected three 
services for a further year. 

BCBC and Welsh Government 
both subsidise the provision of 
regional and local bus routes, which 
are “not commercially viable”. 

BCBC is looking to remove 
subsidies on all bus services 
to save £180,000, part of its 
financial strategy to help bal¬ 
ance the books from April. 

The routes under threat 
involve those linking commu¬ 
nities to GP surgeries, librar¬ 
ies and hospitals as well as 
schools, shops and post offices. 

In September, council officers 
said that despite subsidies being 


axed on six bus services from 
August, the majority of routes 
had been retained on a commer¬ 
cial basis by the bus operator, 
although there had been changes 
or reductions in frequencies. 

If BCBC removes its remaining 
bus route subsidies, it is cur¬ 
rently not known what actions 
the commercial operators would 
take over the affected routes.

If approved by council¬ 
lors, Valleys to Coast 
would need to enter into 
an agreement to ensure 
Woodland Hall is not 
demolished until the 
Scouts have relocated to 
their new base. 

Woodland Hall and the 
land it sits on is owned by 
Valleys to Coast which 
leases it to the scouts. 

To aid the develop¬ 
ment proposal Valleys 
to Coast is planning to 
purchase the leasehold of 
Gilgal Baptist Church hall 
in Woodland Avenue.

Gilgal Baptist 
Church’s main site 
is in Park Avenue.

IN an unseasonal varia¬ 
tion on the Hokey-Cokey, 
a property developer put 
an application in, took the 
application out, and has 
now put it back in. 

The application - which res¬ 
idents in Brackla, the location 
of the proposed development, 
learned about on December 17 
- is to build three homes near 
ancient woodland in Bridgend. 
The closing date for objections 
was today, Thursday January 3. 

Submitted by Homestyle 
Domiciliary Care, the outline 
planning application involves 
building three detached homes 
and garages on Briary Wood in 
Briary Way. 

The site forms part of the 
locally-designated ‘Tremains’ 
Site of Importance for Nature 
Conservation and is also regis¬ 
tered as Ancient Semi Natural 
Woodland with the trees subject 
to Tree Preservation Orders 
(TPO). 

Keith Hughes who has lived 
in the local area for 30 years 
and started a campaign against 
the plans has launched a new 
Save Briary Wood petition on 
inyourarea.co.uk. 

He said: “People are 
extremely disappointed to see 
this application again. 


“It’s a Christmas offering we 
certainly didn’t wish for. 

“Many of my neighbours 
had no notion of the new sub¬ 
mission until I contacted them 
last week; their official letters 
arrived on December 17. 

Mr Hughes added: “Local 
residents are extremely 
unhappy with the timing of this 
application and the fact that 
all their previous hard work in 
submitting objections to the 
original application P/18/381/ 
OUT will not be transferred 
across by BCBC, including the 
local petition which generated 
support from 176 residents, 
many of whom do not have 
access to a computer. 

“I think it’s about time 
Natural Resources Wales and 
Bridgend County Borough 
Council took note of the tree 
management plans in place 
and started protecting this 
woodland.” 

Another local resident, 

Dan Esmond, whose family 
home backs onto the site, said 
neighbours had several concerns 
about the plans including fears 
that if the outline planning 
application was approved for 
three homes, more might be 
built at a later date. 

He said: “The site contains a 


lot of protected trees. 

“We ought to be keeping 
woodland rather than chopping 
them down.” 

He said there were also 
concerns over the increased 
traffic on a private road, the 
lack of light in the area and the 
changing nature of a “very quiet 
area”. 

The Woodland Trust 
formally objected to the earlier 
application submitted during the 
summer saying the development 
would cause significant damage 
to an important habitat. 

However, Natural Resources 
Wales recommended planning 
permission be granted if a con¬ 
dition relating to bats was made 
as part of the application. 

According to a tree survey 
commissioned by the applicant, 
the predominant species on 
the site are Ash, Sycamore, 
Hawthorn and Hazel. 

The specialist said of the 
trees assessed on the site, that 
the majority were of “...low 
quality and value”. 

The planning application 
number was P/18/960/OUT, 
a re-submission of P/18/381/ 
OUT.

Christmas treat to elderly townsfolk 



EVERY year 
Porthcawl Town 
Council (PTC) hosts 
the Jenkin Henry 
Tea for the 20 oldest 
residents in the town 
- but the proviso is 
that to qualify, they 
must have been 
born in Porthcawl. 

The recipients were 
aged between 66 and 95, 
and were invited to the 
Grand Pavilion where 
they were served a cream 
tea after being entertained 
by Rob and Ann Taylor 
of Porthcawl Museum 
with an illustrated talk 
on RAF Stormy Down 
during World War Two. 

Each was presented 
with a certificate and 
gift bag by Deputy 
Mayor Cllr Graham 
Walter, Cllr Sean 
Aspey and deputy town 
clerk Sarah Watkins. 

Jenkin Henry was 


bom in the town in 1833, 
before emigrating at an 
early age to Australia 
where he became a 
successful adjuster and 
owner of weighbridges. 
He never forgot his 
home town and on his 
death in 1919 he made 
a bequest of £200 to 
the then Porthcawl 
UDC with instmctions 
that the interest be dis¬ 
tributed at Christmas. 

PDC continued 
with the instructions 
of the bequest ever 
since providing the tea 
each year.

A further £2.6m allocated for 
Welsh language education 


FOUR districts in Bridgend county 
borough will receive a share of a 
new £2.6m grant to create Welsh- 
medium childcare provision. 

Bridgend County Borough Council (BCBC) sub¬ 
mitted a bid for the funding to Welsh Government 
after it announced £30m was being made available 
across Wales for projects dedicated to supporting and 
growing the use of the Welsh language in education. 

The Welsh-medium childcare provision will 
be created in Bettws, Ogmore Valley, Bridgend 
town and Porthcawl, in areas which feed into 
Welsh-medium primary schools such as the 
new YGG Calon Y Cymoedd at Bettws, 
YG Bro Ogwr and Ysgol Y Ferch o’r Sger. 

The allocation equates to £650,000 per pro¬ 
ject which covers costs associated with the design 


Toxic algae 
warning at Pool 



VISITORS and dog 
walkers at Kenfig 
National Nature 
Reserve are being 
warned to steer 
clear of Kenfig Pool 
after a large bloom 
of toxic blue-green 
algae was found. 

The algae produces 
toxins harmful for 
humans and dogs. 

Mark Blackmore, 
rural programme coor¬ 
dinator for Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC), said: 
“Within 20 minutes of 
finding it we had noti¬ 
fied Natural Resources 
Wales and they had 


taken samples within an 
hour which confirmed 
it was blue-green algae. 

“We don’t know why 
it’s here as it’s a summer 
thing. It hasn’t happened 
in the winter before. 
Some nutrients have got 
into the lake and caused 
it. It’s toxic to dogs and 
people, and they need to 
avoid being in the lake. 

“The algae has pretty 
much dispersed but the 
risk is still there so we 
are telling people and 
dogs to avoid the water.”

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Council to ponder 
response to budget 
consultation 


ALMOST half the people 
responding to Bridgend 
County Borough Council’s 
budget consultation have 
said they would be unwill¬ 
ing to pay more council 
tax than the proposed 4.9 
per cent increase to pro¬ 
tect services in the county. 

The consultation asked 
residents questions such as which 
services should be cut, and which 
should be protected in the local 
authority’s budget for next year. 

The local authority is facing 
having to make millions of 
pounds of cuts to balance the 
books next year. 

Services most frequently 
selected to make cuts by people 
participating in the consultation 
were libraries, arts centres and 
theatres, sports and recreation 
services, weed spraying, funding 
for post-16 transport and separate 
collection for absorbent hygiene 
products. 

Almost half those responding 
agreed that the bus station should 
be closed in order to make 
budget savings while around 
80 per cent of people said Blue 
Badge holders should pay for 
parking. 

A total of 66 per cent of 
people disagreed with proposed 
cuts to reduce the number of day 


centres or services for the elderly 
and 42 per cent disagreed with 
the proposal to remove subsidies 
from bus services. 

While 50 per cent of respond¬ 
ents felt that leisure services 
should be protected, 50 per cent 
felt that cultural services could 
be reduced to make savings. 

A total of 60 per cent of peo¬ 
ple stated they would be willing 
to pay more to access sports 
facilities, pavilions and parks. 

Additionally, almost half the 
people agreed that nursery pro¬ 
vision should be reduced to 15 
hours per week to make savings 
and that funding for post-16 
transport should be removed. 

A total of 53 per cent of 
respondents disagreed with the 
proposal to ask schools to make 
budget savings of 1 per cent per 
year over the next four years. 

Presenting a report before 
councillors at a cabinet meeting 
on Tuesday, December 18, 
officers said the most popular 
services to protect were schools, 
care of older people, services 
for disabled people and leisure 
services. 

Deputy leader Hywel Williams 
said: “There is a lot of rich 
information in the consultation 
report with over 5,000 responses 
from the public. 

“We will now analyse them 
and look at this information in 


detail before we come to set the 
budget in February next year.” 

Council leader Huw David 
said: “The outcome of the 
consultation is that the public 
want to protect schools and 
social services, and services for 
disabled people. 

“It’s a theme we have seen in 
every consultation we have taken 
to the public on our budget for as 
long as I can remember.” 

The local authority received 
5,288 responses to its consulta¬ 
tion through various methods, 
totalling 3.69 per cent of the 
population in the county of 
Bridgend. 

While BCBC’s public 
consultation, which ended on 
November 18, stated council tax 
was set to increase by at least 
4.9 per cent in 2019, finance 
officers told cabinet members on 
November 20 it was more likely 
to be a 5.4 per cent increase in 
a report on the local authority’s 
proposed budget of almost 
£270m. 

Final decisions on the budget 
for 2019-20 will be made by 
councillors in February.

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BCBC will cease managing nature reserve 
as trust continues looking for a replacement

BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) 
has decided to end 
its management of 
Kenfig National 
Nature Reserve 
when its lease 
expires for the site 
at the end of 2019. 
CABINET mem¬ 
bers approved the 
decision at a meet¬ 
ing on Tuesday, 
December 18. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) has decided 
to end its management 
of Kenfig National 
Nature Reserve when 
its lease expires for the 
site at the end of 2019. 

Cabinet members 
approved the deci¬ 
sion at a meeting on 
Tuesday, December 18. 

It will bring to an end 
a decades-long period 
of site management 
by local government. 

The nature reserve 
comprises around 
1,300 acres of managed 
coastal sand dunes and 
wetlands on the coast¬ 
line between Porthcawl 
and Port Talbot and 
is regarded as one of 
the finest examples of 
a sand dune habitat in 


Europe. It is owned by 
the Kenfig Corporation 
Trust (KCT) which is 
in discussions with 
various organisations 
about taking over man¬ 
agement of the reserve 
from the council. 

BCBC said it had 
planned to end its man¬ 
agement of the site for 
several years to make 
way for a more special¬ 
ised organisation such 
as the Royal Society for 
the Protection of Birds 
(RSPB) or the Wildlife 
Trust which run numer¬ 
ous sites including 
Newport Wetlands and 
Llanelli Wetland Centre. 

The cabinet member 
for education and regen¬ 
eration, Cllr Charles 
Smith, said: “We have 
the expertise to fulfil 
the lease, and main¬ 
tain and improve the 
ecology on site but we 
don’t have the expertise 
to maintain a site like 
this into the future. 

“A commercial mind 
is needed as you have got 
to make it pay for itself 
in a sustainable way. 

“In these days of 
austerity, the site needs 
a different organisa¬ 
tion with a different 
sort of capacity.” 

He added: “The lease 
we have isn’t set up for a 
proper visitor attraction. 


for example, having a 
cafe on site is specifically 
prohibited in the lease. 

“If the RSPB came 
in that’s the first thing 
they would look to 
do because it would 
be a revenue stream.” 

Cllr Smith said con¬ 
servation charities would 
not only be able to gain 
access to different grants 
but also bring a wealth 
of members to the site in 
visitors and volunteers. 

The council’s 20-year 
lease for the nature 
reserve expires on 
December 31, 2019 
but some form of local 
government has run the 
reserve since the 1970s. 

BCBC expects to save 
£40k a year from no 
longer running the site 
but points out it has relied 
heavily on grants over 
the years with the actual 
running costs being 
around £200k a year. 

Next year, the local 
authority is faced with 
making around £8m 
cuts to its budget. 

Speaking at the cabi¬ 
net meeting on Tuesday, 
communities director 
Mark Shephard said: 
“While all financial 
savings are important 
in the current climate, 
it is not the main pur¬ 
pose of this decision. 

“It is important the 


trustees find an organisa¬ 
tion with specialist skills 
and the capacity to run 
it on a long-term basis.” 

Council leader Huw 
David added: “Kenfig 
is certainly unique in 
the county borough. 

“Its importance is not 
only local or national 
but international, 
being recognised by 
the European Union. 

“We have worked 
very closely with part¬ 
ners since managing 
the site and we will 
continue to do so in 
the future to make sure 
the environment is pro¬ 
tected and enhanced.” 

Council officers 
say expiry of the lease 
will not affect the 
public’s use of the 
existing public foot¬ 
paths and bridleways. 

However, they say 
there will be changes 
in 2020 due to another 
body managing the site. 

It could include 
parking charges - at the 
moment parking is free. 

The council currently 
employs a nature reserve 
manager and a cleaner 
on site and says the 
two employees would 
be entitled to continued 
employment with the 
new management ser¬ 
vices provider under the 
Transfer of Undertakings 


(Protection of 

Employment) 
Regulations 2006. 

But, it said, if the 
TUPE process did not 
proceed, it was likely 
the council would have 
to undertake a redun¬ 
dancy consultation. 

Nature reserve man¬ 
ager Dave Carrington 
has worked at the 
reserve since 1996 
when there were four 
full-time wardens. 

He said the site 
attracted between 
100,000 and 200,000 
visitors a year and 
has a “really strong” 
group of volunteers 
who help manage the 
dunes, carry out scrub 
clearance, keep the car 
parks tidy and conduct 
ecological surveys. 

Kenfig Corporation 
Trust has been 
approached for comment. 

“We could not 
keep knocking on a 
closed door” 
BCBC has voiced 
its frustration over 
appointing a suc¬ 
cessor to manage 
Kenfig National 
Nature Reserve, 
with council officers 
having first begun 
the process in 2010. 

BCBC’s manager 


for economy and nat¬ 
ural resources leuan 
Sherwood said: “We 
spent four years, 
and a lot of time and 
money, trying but 
unfortunately the aspi¬ 
ration wasn’t matched 
by the landowner. 

“The idea of starting 
in 2010 was that there 
would be a long period 
of time and it would 
allow for a planned, 
smooth exit where we 
could slowly walk away. 

“In 2014, it was 
decided we couldn’t 
keep knocking at a 
closed door and we 
put in place a five-year 
management plan for the 


remainder of the lease. 

“It’s now in the 
trust’s hands and 
they’re discussing with 
several organisations 
about taking over 
from the council.” 

He added: “Time 
is running out, there’s 
now a year left. 

“It’s a challenging, 
complex site - the more 
time the new organisa¬ 
tion has to work with 
us the easier that tran¬ 
sition is going to be. 

“We are here to 
help the process. 

“As a site, it’s a 
sleeping giant - it 
deserves to have what 
others can bring.” 


Mr Sherwood said 
due to the reserve’s 
status both nationally 
and internationally, the 
reserve would continue 
to be taken care of, even 
if a new organisation was 
not appointed by 2020. 

He said: “The true 
and unique nature of the 
site will be protected 
because there’s a statu¬ 
tory responsibility there. 

“The backstop is 
there’s a national body, 
NRW, that would 
continue the work.”

Mr Sherwood added 
that the eouncil would 
be working over the 
next 12 months to 
ensure the site was left 
in a good condition to 
pass onto the new man¬ 
agement organisation. 

He said: “We will be 
doing a condition check 
on the building and fix¬ 
ing everything that needs 
fixing, and we are doing 
Rights of Way work.” 

Daron Herbert, Natural 
Resources management 
team leader said: “Kenfig 
Dunes is a special area 
of conservation (SAC) 
and site of special scien¬ 
tific interest (SSSI) and 
protecting the plants and 
wildlife that live there is 
one of NRW’s key roles. 

“To do this we work 
with the landowner 
to ensure appropri¬ 
ate management is 
being undertaken to 


safeguard the relevant 
conservation features.” 

“The Trust is currently 
in the process of appoint¬ 
ing new tenants and we 
have supported the pro¬ 
cess by advising prospec¬ 
tive tenants on the pro¬ 
tected site considerations 
and responsibilities.” 

GEM NOTE 

Kenfig National 
Nature Reserve covers 
about 1,300 acres of 
sand dunes and wetlands. 

It includes the clear 
waters of Kenfig Pool 
which, at 70 acres, is 
the largest natural 
lake in south Wales. 

The reserve is home 
to many rare species 
of plants, insects, 
birds and animals. 

It is recognised as one 
ofthe most important sites 
for wildlife in Europe. 

It is one of only a 
handful of sites in the 
UK where you can see 
the rare fen orchid. 


Other rare and nation¬ 
ally threatened species 
include the medicinal 
leech, petalwort, great 
crested newt, hairy drag¬ 
onfly and great bittern. 

Buried beneath the 
reserve is a settlement 
which was founded 
around 1140 by the 
Earl of Gloucester. 

The community began 
to fall victim to sand, 
carried by strong winds 
from the nearby coast, 
which engulfed its build¬ 
ings and ruined its fields. 

By the 15 th cen¬ 
tury all of its inhabit¬ 
ants had moved out. 

Today, sand dunes 
cover the remains of the 
Bronze Age settlement, 
which was also the 
subject of an archaeo¬ 
logical dig by televisions 
Time Team in 2012.

DOG walkers at Kenfig Nature 
Reserve near Porthcawl are 
being urged to keep their pets 
on a lead around livestock after 
a number of sheep which graze 
on the land were attacked. 

Around 500 sheep and 30 cows graze 
on the reserve but three attacks on sheep 
have already taken place this winter. 

Bridgend County Borough 
Council’s manager for economy and 
natural resources, leuan Sherwood, 
said: “We have data that shows 
miscarriage rates of the sheep which 
graze on the reserve are 20 per cent 
higher than compared to on the farm. 

“The Countryside Code says that 
when you’re in a natural environ¬ 
ment you should keep your dog under 
control at all times or on a lead. 


“It’s impossible to police dog walk¬ 
ers because the site is huge - it is very 
much an individual’s responsibility 
to keep their animals under control.” 

Nature reserve manager Dave 
Carrington added: “We have had 
dog owners come up to us and say 
they have lost their dogs - which 
then turn up hours later, some¬ 
times with blood on their faces. 

“They have spent hours 
chasing sheep and their own¬ 
ers haven’t seen it happen.” 

Sheep and cattle such as English 
Longhorn and Highland Cattle help 
keep scrub down on the reserve under 
a grazing agreement between farm¬ 
ers and Natural Resources Wales.

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Bridgend Council has high 
hopes of new energy schemes 




BRIDGEND 
county is one of just 
three places, along¬ 
side Manchester 
and Newcastle, 
in the UK to test 
pioneering heating 
schemes which 
could then poten¬ 
tially be rolled out 
across the country. 

One of those is the 
first ever large-scale 
mine-water energy 
scheme in the UK with 
another an underground 
heat network in 
Bridgend town for 
homes, schools, hospi¬ 
tals and businesses. 

Additionally, 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) - which is look¬ 
ing to decarbonise by 
2050 - is working with 
private companies such 
as Hitachi and Western 
Power Distribution on 
a multi-million pound 
partnership to bring 
forward a marketable 
energy product. 

The Caerau mine-wa¬ 
ter project 

Construction work on 
the Caerau mine-water 
project near Maesteg 
is due to begin in 2020 
with the first homes 
being connected to the 
system in winter 2021. 

It comes after test 
drilling into the mine 
workings under the Old 
Brewers site in Caerau 
found that the mining 
void was full of water to 
a depth of 230m - and 
had a temperature of 20 
degrees Celsius. 

The project is based 
on technology being 
used in Heerlen, a city in 
the Netherlands, and is 


made possible due to the 
naturally-heated water 
from the old coal mine. 

Using heat pump tech¬ 
nology and a network 
of pipes, the project will 
begin by heating around 
150 nearby homes, the 
local school and church. 

The idea is to pump 
the water to a heat trans¬ 
ference system above 
ground which is the size 
of a shipping container. 

Here the heat will be 
extracted out of the mine 
water - with the mine 
water being pumped 
back into the mine to 
warm up again - and 
transported through 
a network of pipes to 
people’s homes. 

The heat will get 
passed through a heat 
pump and then heat 
homes using their exist¬ 
ing radiator systems. 

The mine-water itself 
would not, at any point, 
enter people’s homes. 

The council hopes it 
will get around 150 vol¬ 
unteer homes to sign up 
to the scheme who will 
then have the equipment 
put in for free. 

BCBC’s cabinet 
member for communities 
Cllr Richard Young 
said: “Either in people’s 
homes or outside it there 
will be a heat transfer¬ 
ence piece of equipment 
the size of a fridge. 

“The residual heat that 
comes into a house will 
be boosted once more 
and it’s that that will 
heat the home. 

“It is a new way of 
heating a home. The 
central heating systems 
we currently use are 
very inefficient because 
you’re burning gas or 
fuel every time you 


heat your home which 
then cools down when 
you turn it off and has 
to warm up again when 
you turn it on. 

“With this new way 
you will just leave it on. 
It creates an ambient 
temperature that you’re 
comfortable with all the 
time. 

“We are going to put 
the whole network in 
once the trial has been 
proven and then link all 
the properties up to it. 

“It will be a cheaper 
way of heating homes 
for people because 
you’re not re-warming 
the air all the time - it 
will cut out the need for 
gas. 

“We are hoping to 
use renewable electricity 
to enable the heat 
transference. 

“As far as the tech¬ 
nology goes we know it 
works because this very 
system is being used in 
the Netherlands. 

“We’d like to heat 
about 1,000 homes. 
Caerau is a small mining 
village which is the fifth 
most deprived ward in 
Wales. 

“The scheme can also 
be looked at as a means 
to fight fuel poverty. 

“It’s hard to say how 
much cheaper energy 
prices will be but I’d 
be disappointed if we 
haven’t reduced bills 
by about £120 a year - 
around a quarter - which 
is quite significant. 

That’s a rather conserv¬ 
ative estimate but I’d 
rather speculate on the 
lower side than higher 
side.” 

The scale of the 
£9.4m scheme will be 
the first of its kind in 
the UK and would use 
existing radiators. 

It includes a £6.5m 
Welsh European 
Funding Office grant 
with BCBC funding of 
£400,000 and grants 
from UK Government 
and the Welsh 
Government. 

The project has a 
large number of stake¬ 
holders including Cardiff 
University, Natural 
Resources Wales, and 
The Coal Authority. 


Cllr Young said: 

“Once we’ve proven 
it works in Caerau it 
should work elsewhere 

- south Wales is honey¬ 
combed with mines. 

“What a legacy for 
all those miners who 
went down underground 

- they sweated, they 
laboured, they got 
injured, sometimes they 
died. 

“Now as a result of all 
that labour, we are now 
in a situation where we 
can possibly heat homes 
with clean energy - what 
a tribute to that, what a 
legacy that they left.” 

Initially there was 
some opposition to the 
plans in the village but 
Clh Young says this 
diminished once resi¬ 
dents were able to see 
how the heating system 
would work. 

He said: “As humans 
we view change as a 
threat until it’s explained 
to us and we understand 
what’s going on and 
we can see it is an 
improvement. 

“At the beginning 
people feared we would 
be installing a drilling 
rig and digging holes, 
which is what we did 
when we were testing 
the water temperature. 
But once they saw how 
the technology would 
work they could under¬ 
stand the difference it 
would make.” 

As part of the scheme, 
children from schools in 
the Llynfi Valley have 
been learning about 
how the heat beneath 
their feet will be used to 
warm homes. 

Speaking at a recent 
full council meeting 
council leader Huw 
David said: “Around 
200 pupils have taken 
part in recent workshops 
that have been specially 
designed to take 
advantage of the scheme 
and explain the science, 
technology, engineering 
and mathematics behind 
it. 

“They have also 
learned about the 
valley’s rich industrial 
history, and how mine 
workings at Caerau, 

Bryn Navigation, Garth, 


Coegnant, Oakwood, 
Maesteg and St John’s 
could be used to provide 
a safe, continuous, effi¬ 
cient and cost-effective 
form of heat for the local 
community.” 

The Coal Authority 
will be working on the 
site in the New Year 
to find out more about 
the flow of water in the 
mine workings. 

Bridgend heat net¬ 
work project 

Bridgend town’s heat 
network project involves 
multiple phases. 

The project’s £2m 
first phase involves the 
installation of a com¬ 
bined heat and power 
boiler at Bridgend Life 
Centre which would then 
be used to warm not 
only the leisure centre 
but the nearby bowls 
hall, the civic offices, 
and the new Sunnyside 
development being built 
by Line Cymru. 

Subject to obtaining a 
£665,000 grant from the 
UK government and a 
full business case being 
approved the network’s 
first phase will be opera¬ 
tional in October 2020. 

A second scheme 
is being looked into 
centred on the Princess 
of Wales Hospital, 
Glanrhyd Hospital, and 
the Wildmill Estate. 
Future phases involve 
the network expanding 
to connect dozens of 
schools, houses in 
Brackla, the Parc Afon 
Ewenny development. 
South Wales Police 
Headquarters, and indus¬ 
trial parks. 

BCBC first began 
investigating heat 
network opportunities 
six years ago seeking to 
secure heat supplies over 
a 50-year period, reduce 
carbon emissions, and 
reduce energy costs for 
customers. 

BCBC which has 
developed the project 
hopes further heat 
networks will be built 
across the county with 
the potential for inter¬ 
linking them over time. 

Cllr Young said: “The 
boiler currently used 
to heat the swimming 
pool at the Life Centre 


is coming to the end 
of its life and has to be 
changed. 

“We’re going to put 
in a larger heat system 
that would also serve the 
network.” 

Cllr Young says with 
the roads being dug up 
to install the pipes there 
is an opportunity to 
install the latest technol¬ 
ogy in people’s homes. 

“We are looking at 
putting in things like 
superfast broadband and 
electric hook-ups for 
buses, taxis, and private 
vehicles. 

“We’re also looking 
at technology which can 
be used in social care 
such as sensors in homes 
which would trigger if 
an elderly person had a 
fall and was unable to 
get up. 

“If they broke their 
hip, instead of them 
lying there for three 
days and nobody finding 
them, the sensors would 
pick up there was a 
problem here and alert 
the right department 
which needs to be called 
out.” 

The £120m Industry 
Challenge Energy Fund 

BCBC is due to find 
out shortly if it has been 
successful in its bid 
for £40m from the UK 
Government’s Industry 
Challenge Energy Fund. 

The funding is 


to be used to forge 
partnerships with private 
companies and transform 
the way energy is used 
and produced. 

Bridgend’s place as 
one of three demonstra¬ 
tors in the UK under 
the UK Government-led 
Smart System and Heat 
Programme has enabled 
the bid. 

Cllr Young said: “We 
are working with a num¬ 
ber of companies already 
from Cenin Renewables 
- which is where we 
send all our kitchen 
waste to be turned it into 
energy - to Wales & 
West Utilities, Western 
Power Distribution, and 
Hitachi, which is looking 
at the digital side of 
energy. 

“The aim is to work 
with the industry to 
bring these forms of 
renewable energy into a 
marketable product. 

“We have to have 
partners in the private 
industry - our job is 
to create the system 
where there’s a market¬ 
able product for it to go 
forward. 

“It needs to become 
attractive to energy 
generator companies to 
offer it to customers. 

“But at the same time 
the bills will be cheaper 
for customers and the 
added bonus is it’s not 
using fossil fuels.” 


BCBC became 
involved after the UK 
Government called for 
local authorities who 
were interested in pilot¬ 
ing new energy projects 
to come forward. 

Clh Young said: 
“They were looking for 
schemes to demonstrate 
that there were possible 
ways forward. 

“BCBC which had 
been working on both 
the above schemes since 
2008. thought it could so 
they put a bid together 
and got it through. 

“There’s the pos¬ 
sibility of economic 
benefits for Bridgend 
with maintenance jobs, 
apprenticeships and 
technology innovations.” 

He added: “Bridgend 
county borough is a 
microcosm of the whole 
of Wales. 

“It has coastal areas 
and valleys, affluent 
and less affluent places, 
and various types of 
properties. 

“If you’re going to 
run a pilot and analyse 
the results, Bridgend is 
small enough to manage 
as a project but large 
enough for outcomes to 
be meaningful.”

This comedic take on Sherlock 
Holmes is an absolute stinker... 


WILL Ferrell 
and John C Reilly 
together have, thus 
far, equated to 
comedy gold. From 
Talladega Nights 
to Step Brothers 
(arguably Ferrell’s 
last knockout offer¬ 
ing), the pair have 
delivered the goods, 
so the news that 
they were team¬ 
ing up to tackle 
Sherlock Holmes 
and Dr Watson 
was one that, given 
their pedigree, 
should have been 
something of a slam 
dunk. 

In Holmes and 
Watson, Sherlock 


(Ferrell) and his long¬ 
time companion Watson 
(Reilly) must act quickly 
after being warned that 
they have four days to 
solve a crime before 
the Queen is murdered 
and history rewritten. 
Complicating things 
somewhat is Dr Hart 
(Rebecca Hall) and 
her companion Millie 
(Lauren Lapkus), who 
steal the affections of 
the titular duo as time 
slowly starts to run out 
for the Queen - and 
Holmes’ reputation... 

Given that Christmas 
is usually a slow news 
time, the odd story may 
pop up about things that 
wouldn’t normally be 
given the time of the 
day. This year’s hot 
topic was the critical 


mauling given to this 
film, with cinemagoers 
walking out and giving 
the film a less-than-fa- 
vourable verdict. 

Is the mass populace 
right? In this instance 
they are, for Holmes and 
Watson is a film that 
struggles along, failing 
to ever catch light, and, 
crucially, raises only the 
faintest of laughs if any 
at all. 

Seeing Will Ferrell 
and John C Reilly back 
together on screen is a 
delight, but once this 
film kicks in, it becomes 
something more akin to 
a nightmare. The pair 
both struggle to get 
going and, all too often, 
the film lowers itself to 
puerile jokes that aren’t 
even all that funny.

The pair play to 
type - Ferrell’s Holmes 
an egotistical buffoon 
while Reilly’s Watson 
is unwavering in his 
admiration and prepared 
to do anything asked 
of him by the arrogant 
Holmes - and while both 
try gamely, they just 
can’t deliver anything 
approaching amusing. 

Personally, there was 
one huge laugh and a 
medium one that, sadly, 
says more for my child¬ 
ish sense of humour than 
it does the sophistica¬ 
tion of the comedy on 
show, and for writer/ 
director Etan Cohen, this 


certainly isn’t his finest 
hour. 

The story is reductive 
and, given its race- 
against-time aspect, all 
too unhurried, while 
Cohen and (male) cast 
spend so much time 
delivering stupid, imbe- 
cilic gags that the female 
element (Rebecca Hall, 
Lauren Lapkus and 
Pam Ferris’ Queen) 
get barely more than a 
look in, reduced to plot 
devices that aren’t even 
used properly. 

What also goes 
against the grain is that 
Holmes’ idiocy and 
bufoonery are so barely 
disguised that anyone 
with vague intellect 
could realise the sort of 
person he is. However, 
that would hugely alter 
the character’s place in 
the storytelling, so this 
element passes by with¬ 
out note. 

Stylistically, Cohen 
goes for a mix between 
Guy Ritchie slow-mo 
and Cumberbatch-esque 
visual solutions, and it 
feels like a hackneyed 
mash up between the 
two. Even the additional 
dialogue, recorded after 
the film has been shot, 
is lazily inserted with 
several scenes seeing 
mouths moving to words 
they aren’t even saying. 

It all adds up to a film 


that is lazy, unfunny and 
a waste of time for all 
involved, most notably 
the cinemagoer. Even 
an avowed Ferrell fan 
such as myself, who can 
see the light in even the 
darkest of times (Get 
Hard, The Campaign) 
can’t answer for this 
crime. Holmes and 
Watson is, quite aptly 
given its release date, a 
real turkey. 

VERDICT: A huge 
misfire. Holmes and 
Watson fails to exer¬ 
cise its funny bone in 
a lumpen and mediocre 
offering. The cast try 
gamely but all too often 
overcompensate for the 
lack of humour in the 
script, and writer and 
director Etan Cohen 
delivers the film with 
such little zeal and fer¬ 
vour, that you wonder 
what the point of it was. 
Avoid at all costs.

Skills-based immigration 
system that ends free 
movement welcomed 


ALUN Cairns, Member of 
Parliament for the Vale, has 
welcomed the Government’s 
plan for a new single, skills- 
based immigration system, 
which marks the end of free 
movement once and for all. 

A spokesperson said: “The system 
will be built around what people can 
contribute, rather than where they 
come from. For the first time in dec¬ 
ades, the UK will have full control 
over who comes here, with everyone 
needing permission before they arrive. 

“This will enable employers in the 
Vale of Glamorgan to have access 
to the skills they need from around 
the world, while ensuring net migra¬ 
tion is reduced to sustainable levels. 

There will be a new visa route 
for skilled workers, no cap for pro¬ 
fessions such as doctors and engi¬ 
neers and no limit on the number of 
international students coming to our 
world class universities - who will 
be able to stay for up to 12 months 
after graduation to find employment. 


Mr Cairns said: “During the General 
Election, people in Barry and the rural 
Vale told me on the doorstep that 
they voted to take back control of our 
borders, and that is exactly what the 
future system will allow us to do.” 

“We will welcome talented and 
hardworking people who can sup¬ 
port our economy, while bringing 
immigration down to sustainable 
levels and making sure we are 
training people up here in the Vale. 

“For the first time in decades, we will 
have full control over who comes here.” 

Home Secretary Sajid Javid added: 
“We are delivering on the clear instruc¬ 
tion to get control over our borders and 
will bring in a new system that works 
in the interest of the British people. 

“It will be a single, skills-based 
immigration system built around 
the talent and expertise people 
can bring, rather where they come 
from - maximising the benefits 
of immigration and demonstrat¬ 
ing the UK is open for business.”

10 films 

IT’S that time of year again 
as Screen Talk wraps up cin¬ 
ematic 2018 in a tidy bow and 
presents its top 10 films of the 
year. 

It was a good year for film overall, 
so distilling the essence of the last 
12 months has been nothing if not a 
fraught affair. After blood, sweat and 
tears, here are the 10 films that shone 
brightest in 2018. 

10, The Shape of Water: Guillermo 
Del Toro’s love letter to B-movies, the 
2018 Best Picture Oscar winner was 
more than just the surface of a woman 
falling in love with a strange creature 
from the deep. Beneath it lay themes 
of connection, acceptance and so much 
more, the director artfully creating 
something beautiful and moving. 

9, BlacKkKlansman: Spike Lee’s 
most charged, funny and politically 
astute film in a good long while, 
BlacKkKlansman was propelled by 
John Gordon Washington’s superb lead 
performance as an African American 
detective who, with the help of his 
white colleague (well portrayed by 
Adam Driver), infiltrates the Ku Klux 
Klan in the 1970s. That its a true story 
in incredible enough, but Lee adds 
weight and fire to the inherent comedy 
to make a wondrous piece of work. 

8. Avengers: Infinity War: The cul¬ 
mination of 20 Marvel films. Infinity 
War was undoubtedly the largest-scale 
operation in history, attempting to 
shoehorn in countless characters, 
story strands and plot points into a 
150-minute film. That writers/directors 
the Russo brothers achieved this with 
aplomb is a testament to their skills, 
but this was a film where the stakes 
were never higher, where we said 
farewell to characters and where we 
were left waiting impatiently to see 
how things will turn out in 2019’s 
Avengers: Endgame. An incredible 
triumph of filmmaking, both within 
the comic book genre and in the wider 
cinematic world. 

7. Tally'. Jason Reitman’s return to 
form saw Charlize Theron portray a 
new mum, Mario, whose struggle to 
keep her head above water sees the 
introduction of the titular night nanny. 
Tully’s zest for life sees Mario’s life 
change considerably, and as the pair 
become fast friends that’s when things 
start falling apart in a beautifully-por¬ 
trayed film about the struggles of 
motherhood and the way live the lives 
we lead. Reitman and Theron, teaming 
up for a third time, were both in fine 
fettle here. 

6. Phantom Thread: Perhaps 
overshadowed a little by Daniel Day- 
Lewis’ announcement that this would 
be his last big-screen role (for now), 
Paul Thomas Anderson’s captivating 
and engaging study of infatuation and

love, set against the austere back drop 
of London’s fashion houses in the 
mid-1950s, was a film that was preci¬ 
sion-built to get under your skin. The 
performances across the board were 
superb, and yet again highlighted how 
supreme a talent Anderson is. 

5. You Were Never Really Here: 
Lynne Ramsey’s unflinching story of 
a veteran tracking down missing girls 
was as joyful as it sounds; however, 
this was cinema that dared you to 
look away, its central turn by Joaquin 
Phoenix as Joe chilling and excep¬ 
tional. Featuring one of the best set- 
pieces of the year, as Joe lays siege to 
those holding a girl captive using only 
a hammer, show through the soundless 
buzz of CCTV cameras, Ramsey’s film 
was provocative and vital. 

4. First Man: Damien Chazelle’s 
sombre depiction of the race to the 
moon, told through the eyes of Neil 
Armstrong (played with restraint and 
subtlety by Ryan Gosling) was visually 
incredible, a mix of hand-held close 
up and majestic shots of the moon that 
added up to a slowly-paced, but never 
less than compelling film. Claire Foy’s 
understated turn as Armstrong’s wife 
was another quiet delight in a film 
full of them, a story of dedication and 
herculean effort. 

3. American Animals: Bart 
Layton’s retelling of a group of young 
men who undertake a heist on a college 
library to steal and sell a rare book 
of paintings was given a jolt of elec¬ 
tricity by his decision to cut between 
documentary talking heads of the real 
people involved and a dramatised ver¬ 
sion of events. No case of style over 
substance, Layton’s film held a mirror 
up to today’s society of ‘want it, get it’ 
and told a cautionary tale. 

2. Sorry To Bother You: Boots 
Riley is better known as a musician 
and an activist, but thanks to this film, 
the term writer/director will be added 
to that list. A story of telemarketer 
Cassius (Lakeith Stanfield) who is 
told that to get ahead he should use 
his ‘white voice’ becomes a film that 
takes aim at many targets, and gets a 
direct hit with each one. The perfor¬ 
mances are excellent, and the film’s 
lurch into dark, absurdist comedy is 
pitch-perfect. 

1. A Quiet Place: Pegged as just 
another schlocky take on the horror 
genre, A Quiet Place was the year’s 
biggest sensation, and an incredible 
breakout for writer/director/lead 
(along with his wife Emily Blunt) 
John Krasinski. Set in a world where 
creatures hunt humans using sound, the 
clever concept gave way to a film that 
delivered jump scares and emotion gut 
punches in equal measure, and takes 
the idea to far grander levels than you 
could think possible.

Venus lower than 
Uranus in January 


THE Milky Way is above 
us, stretching from the 
north-western horizon to 
the south-eastern horizon. 

This month, the winter constella¬ 
tions put on a great show with lots of 
bright stars vying for attention. The 
three main constellations overhead are 
Perseus, Cassiopeia and Auriga, yet 
eyes are drawn to the south-eastern 
portion of our sky, as this is where 
we find Taurus with its two prom¬ 
inent open clusters the Hyades and 
the Pleiades visible to the naked eye. 

Observers can also find another 
object - the Crab Nebula; it requires 
a telescope and is a supernova. 
When viewed through small tel¬ 
escopes, it just appears as a small 
fuzzy cloud, and one could be 
forgiven for thinking, “Is that it?”. 

The name ‘crab’ refers to how the 
nebula looks when photographed using 
large telescopes. A supernova is pro¬ 
duced by a star much larger than our 
Sun, in this case about 12 times its 
mass, that explodes. The nebula we 
see is the result of that explosion. We 
think the gas is expanding at a speed 
around 1,000 km/s and its current 
diameter is about 10 light years across. 

Even though it is some 6,000 
light years away, it was recorded by 
Chinese astronomers in AD 1054, 
and was visible during daylight 
hours for a period of several weeks. 

The star has not been completely 
obliterated and what is left of the 
original object is something called a 
neutron star. Due to the explosion, it is 


now spinning about 30 times a second. 
As it spins, it produces beams of light 
from its poles and these are the ‘pulses’ 
detected by astronomers. This pulsar 
may be some 30-odd kilometres across. 

This month we will see the first of the 
main meteor showers. The Quadrantids 
peak in the early hours of January 4 
and can produce 100 shooting stars 
an hour. The radiant lies below the 
tail of the Plough, so turn your back 
on this part of the sky, sit or lie down, 
wrap up warm and watch the show. 

In the early hours of January 21 
we have a total eclipse of the Moon. 
If you are still awake at 0330 GMT 
you will be in time for the best bit at 
0440 GMT the Moon will enter the 
darkest part of the Earth’s shadow 
and totality begins and this phase 
ends at 0543 GMT. Look out during 
the total phase and see what colour 
the Moon is; orange, red or brown, 
or perhaps a mixture of all three. 

On the mornings of January 1 and 

2, the Moon appeared to be close to 
the planet Venus. On the evening of 
January 14, it lies below the planet 
Uranus; on January 17, it will be in 
the constellation of Taurus near to 
the Hyades star cluster. On January 
20, it will lie below the bright star 
Pollux in the constellation of Gemini. 

If you go out to observe and 
think about how cold it is this 
month, remember on January 

3, the Earth is closest to the Sun!
